WASHINGTON, May 3.—A re- 
port on conditions in the South un- 
der the cotton acreage reduction 
program, made public yesterday by 
Secretary of Agriculture. Wallace, 
frankly calls attention to “Various 
undesirable effects and instances 
of hardships to individuals” in con- 
! nection with the program. 

The report is by Dr. Calvin B. 
Hoover, professor of economics at 
Duke University and economic ad- 
Aviser to the Agriculture Adjust- 
ment Administration, who was 
commissioned by Wallace to make 
an independent survey of the ef- 
fects of ‘cotton acreage, reduction 
on tenant farmers. 

In issuing the report, Wallace 
promised a firm hand in enforcing. 
the obligations imposed on land- 
owners by the cotton reduction con- 
tracts. He followed this announce- 
ment by calling a conference of 
AAA officials and regional direc- 
tors of the program “to devise a 
plan that will insure compliance.”

TREASURY SPENDS 19 MILLIONS

$11,000,000 Borrowed Every 24 Hours 
to Pay for Recovery

WASHINGTON, May 3.—Govern- 
ment spending for the first 10 
months of the present fiscal year 
has averaged $19,152,392.14 a day.. 
The Government has collected a 
daily average of $8,184,154.89. This 
means that $10,968,237.25 of every 
day’s expenditure is borrowed. 
In other words, for every $1 col- 
lected the Government has spent 
$2.34, of which $1.28 went for emer- 
gency recovery measures. 
Since last July 1, the Governmert 
expended in all about $5,822,427,211, 
a figure made up of $2,591,838,460 of 
routine running ‘costs and $3,230,- 
588,750 of emergency recovery 
spending. Receipts in the same pe- 
riod have been $2,487,983,087. 
This leaves a deficit of $3,334, 
444.123. But only two months re- 
main of the fiscal year and the 
Budget Bureau estimated a deficit 
of more than $7,000,000,000 by June

Mayor Advocates New Spe- 
cial Taxes to Offset 
Looked-for Shortage in 


Municipal Revenue. 


The city tax rate for 1934 was 
fixed at the same basis as last year 
—$1.35 for general municipal pur- 
poses and 30 cents for the bond in- 
terest and sinking fund—by unani- 


mous vote of the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment today. 

A budget for the fiscal year 1934- 
35, which contemplates a deficit of 
$1,500,000 at the end of the fiscal 
year next April, was ordered pre- 
pared, with the hope that aduition- 
al revenue can be obtained to off- 
set the deficit. 

The sinking-fund tax rate, it is 
estimated, will fall short by $2,452,- 
907 of yielding the amount needed 
for payment of interest and princi- 
pal of bonds this year. Mayor 
Diakmann is advocating new special 
taxes to raise this money. 

If there is no change in the State 
tax rate, which was 15 cents on the 
$100 valuation last year, the total 
tax rate in St. Louis this year will 
be $2.74, the same as last year’s. 
The aggregate school tax rate for 
1934 has been fixed at 85 cents, the 
same as for 1933. The city rate of 
$1.35 for general purposes is the 
constitutional maximum. It in- 
cludes levies totaling 8 cents for the 
Public Library, Art Museum and 
Zoo. 

Comptroller Nolte several weeks 
ago made public figures which in- 
dicated the city sinking fund rate 
would have to be increased from 
39 to 80 cents to raise the amount 
needed this year, the peak year 
in retiring 1923 bonds. Today he 
said he was fearful of the result if 
the old rate was retained, but 
would no tsuggest a 4l-cent in- 
crease. Budget Director Meyers, 
Nolte’s subordinate, now calculates 
that a 73-cent rate would furnish 
the full needs of the sinking fund: 
He estimates the 39-cent rate will 
yield $4,498,372. 

Nolte agreed with a suggestion 
by Mayor Dickmann that a large 
increase in the tax rate would 
cause a taxpayers’ strike. He joined 
the Mayor and the third member 
of the Board of Estimate, of the 
Board of Aldermen, President 
Neun, in voting to renew last year’s 
rates. Neun did not attend the 
meeting, but voted by telephone. 
The deficit when the fiscal year 
1933-34 ended last month was about 
$142,000, compared with a deficit of 
$1,379,529 a year ago—the largest 
deficit on record. 

“I am not worried about the 
prospective defecit at all,” Mayor 
Dickmann said after the meeting. 
“I think if we carry on a vigorous 
tax collection campaign next fall 
we can collect $3,000,000 or $4,000,- 
000 more in taxes.” 

Nolte said he would like to be- 
lieve the Mayor was right in this, 
but he and Meyers pointed out that 
the city gained only about $1,500,000 
in extra tax collections last year 
under a special remission of penal- 
ties on delinquent taxes.

WASHINGTON, May 3-—The 
Senate today completed congres 
sional action on the $417,000,000 tax 
bill by eliminating the 10 per cent 
emergency super-income tax for 
next year proposed by Senator 
Couzens of Michigan. 

The conference report was adopt- 
ed without a record vote and then 
also without a foll call the Senate 
receded on the proposed 10 per cent 
levy on income taxes which the 
House had turned down by a big 
majority. : 

The measure sent to the White 
House goes a long way toward bol- 
stering the budget and helping to 
pay the cost of the recovery pru- 
gram, but most of the new revenue 
will not start coming in until 1935.

The legislation makes scores of 
changes in administrative provi- 
sions of existing law to tighten 
them against tax avoidance, levies 
higher taxes on the transfer of es- 
tates gifts and large individual in- 
comes and imposes a capital stock 
and excess profits tax against cor.

Couzens said the Senate conferees 
had won a great victory over the 
House, making its managers on the 
bill accept nearly every major Sen- 
ate amendment except his own.

4 Per Cent Income Tax. 
The tax bill provides a normal 
income tax rate of 4 per cent on 
all net income as against 4 per 
cent on the first $4000 and 8: per 
cent above that figure:in existing 
law. 
Exemptions are the, same as in 
the present law—$2500 if married 
and $1000 if single—but a 10 per 
cent credit is allowed for earned 
net income up to $14,000. 
Income surtaxes are increased, 
mostly in the higher brackets, and 
the taxes begin at a lower figure 
than at present, but due to allow- 
ances for the first time of normal 
tax exemptions in figuring the new 
surtax the lower bracket taxpayers 
will pay no higher tax. 
Under a publicity section, taxpay- 
ers will be required to file a sepa- 
rate statement with their returns 
which will be subject to public in- 
spection under regulations pre- 
scribed by the Treasury. The sep- 
erate statements would contain net 
income, deductions, credits and tax 


payable.

FOSTORIA, O., May 3—Four 
persons were wounded, one seri-

Police Chief Frank Culp was 
shot in the back and seriously 
wounded as the robbers raked the 
principal business street with ma- 
chine gun fire as they drove away. 
R.-S.. Powley; assistant cashier of 
the bank, and Ed Walters and Rob- 
ert Shields, bank customers, were 
wounded slightly. 

Two. bank employes, William 
Daub, 40 years old, assistant cash- 
ier, and Miss Ruth Harris, 22,book- 
keeper, were carried Away by the 
bandits, but were released unhurt 
two miles outside the city. 

Andrew Emerine, president of the 
bank, said seven employes were 
at work and hal fa dozen custom- 
ers wére in the lobby, shortly be- 
fore closing time, when three rob- 
bers entered, two of them carrying 
machine guns. 

Without warning, they began fir- 
ing; most of the bullets lodging in 
partitions and cages. No one was 
wounded. The robbers forced those 
in the bank to line up against a 
wall, and then looted the cages. As 
they departed, they began firing 
again, wounding Powley 

Police Chief Culp had heard the 
firing and started toward the bank 
when he was hit.

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SLAYER OF 
POLICEMAN 
SIKO GETS 

LIFE TERM 


Louis De More Pleads 
Guilty and Is Sentenced 
by Judge Hartmann for 
Shooting Officer Last 
Sunday Night. 


TO BE IN PRISON 
AT FUNERAL HOUR 


Killer Will Be Taken to 
Jefferson City Tomorrow 
Morning — Services for 
Victim Will Be Held Here 
at 1:30 P. M. 


Louis De More, slayer of Patrok 
man Albert Siko in a chase folk 
lowing an attempt to hold up @e 
street car motorman Sunday night, 
pleaded guilty of murder before 
Circuit Judge Hartmann today and 
was sentenced to life imprisonment. 

Terminating one of the most 
swiftly moving prosecutions in the 


memory of Municipal Courts work- 
ers, the plea was entered less than 
24 hours after De More, arrested 
as a suspect in the case, had broken 
down and admitted he was the mur- 
derer of the policeman. He will 
be sent to Jefferson City peniten- 
tiary tomorrow morning dnd should 
be behind prison walls before Pa- 
trolman Siko’s tuneral at 1:30 
o’clock tomorrow afternoon, 

De More’s sentence was based 
on a promise made to him by As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney McLaugh- 
lin that he wouid not be hanged 
if -he would make a clean breast 
of his part in the murder. While 
McLaughlin declined to discuss the 
reasons underlying the promise, it 
is understood the Circuit Attorney’s 
office regarded a confession as nec- 
essary for certain conviction, and 
was willing to make a concession 
to the prisoner rather than run 
the chance of acquittal at a trial. 

Prisoner Insists on Speed. 

So insistent was De More on 
pleading guilty at once, that he en- 
tered the plea on an information 
filed this morning. The grand jury 
was to have considered the case 
this afternoon, with the probability 
that an indictment would have 
been returned by nightfall. 
Emaciated, unshaven and trem- 
bling, De More was taken before 
Judge Dickmann in Court of Crim- 
inal Correction at 10:15 o’clock, and 
with shaking hand signed a waiver 
of preliminary hearing. He was 
then taken before Judge Hart- 
mann to enter his plea. 

While Assistant Circuit Attorney 
McLaughlin outlined De More’s 
confession to ths Court, the pris- 
oner stood before the bar between 
two Deputy Sheriffs, twisting his 
hat in his hands, staring nervously 
at the prosecutor, and trembling 
uncontroliably as photographers’ 
flash lamps flared.

WASHINGTON, May 3. — The 
House today approved the 45 per 
cent margin requirement in the 
stock market contro! bill. 

This provision was termed by 
Chairman Rayburn of the Inter- 
state Commerce Committee as “the 
heart of the bill.” 

Under the bill, the Federal Re- 
serve Board has the authority to 
change the 45 per cent margin re- 
quirement if it thinks that is in 
the public interest. 

By voice yote the House had de- 


feated an amendment by Repre- 
sentative Kennedy (Dem.), New 
Jersey, to reduce the margin re- 
quirement from 45 to 40 per cent 
and also howled down an amend- 
ment by Representative Martin 
(Dem.), Colorado, to make the 45 
per cent mandatory. 
Comment by Rayburn. 

Obviously irked by statements 
yesterday of Representatives Brit- 
ten (Rep.), Illinois, and McGugin 
(Rep.), Kansas, that the bill was 
drafted by “Brain Trusters,” Ben- 
jamin Cohen, counsel for the Pub- 
lic Works Administration, and 
Thomas Corcoran, counsel for the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion, Rayburn said: “Special priv- 
ilege interests always have counsel 
with them in the committee room 
and you criticise us because we call 
in experts.” 

Rayburn said Cohen and Corcoran 
were two of the most intelligent 
and responsible young men he had 
ever met and that they had volun- 
teered their services. 

“They do not represent institu- 
tions that have robbed the Ameri- 
can public,” said Rayburn. 

Britten asserted that Cohen and 
Corcoran might “have an ax to 
grind,” might dislike the stock 
market and want to abolish it en- 
tirely. He pointed to them, sitting 
in the gallery and said he wanted 
the House “to know the type of 
men who were influencing” the 
President. 

“From here they look like fine, 
upstanding. young men of 18 to 20,” 
he said.

Says He Can’t “Get in Step.” 

Strawn said he had been unable 
to “get in step” with the present 
procession. He said he preferrea 
older ways than “adopting a daily 
portfolio of discordant experiments 
which seem impossible of being as- 
sembled into a new governmental 
machine.” 

“T trust,” he said, “I shall not be 
regarded as unpatriotic when I ex- 
press the opinion that confidence 
will not be restored until there is a 
cessation of experimental legisla- 
Clem. 2. « 

“Assuming that this legislation 
was conceived with the best of mo- 
tives, there is no convincing evi- 
dence it is a part of a general, well- 
thought-out and complete program. 

In other words, economically and 
financially we seem to be drifting 
about on an uncharted sea, hop- 
ing that some favorable wind may 
spring up to carry us safely to 
port.” 

On Conditions in Canada. 

W. Sanford Evans, president of 
the Canadian Chamber of Com- 
merce, said his country had ynder- 
taken no specially designed mone- 
tary policy to deal with the emer- 
gency, but he added: “Whatever 
may be true of the past, I would 
like to issue a warning that, if the 
American dollar starts on any other 
excursions, whether hereabouts or 
thereabouts, we may have to at- 
tempt a constructive monetary pol- 
icy of our own in self-defense.” 

Evans said an analysis of Cana- 
da’s recovery program shows there 
has been no special attempt “t, 
constitute a governmental scheme 
of reconstruction.” 

“The Canadian Government,” he 
added, “dispensed moderate doses 
of sustenance, but did not diagnose 
for or undertake any kind of major 
operation. If, under these condi- 
tions, Canada did not sink deeper 
in the depression and has already 
recovered to substantially the same 
degree as the average of other 
countries, may there not be a sug- 
gestion that the forces everywhere 
have been more genera] and more 
powerful than those arising from 
the direct corrective actions of 
government?” 

Evans said there now is legisla- 
tion in Canada providing for Gov- 
ernment control which had not ex- 
isted before. “So far,” he said, “the 
production and marketing of. natu- 
ral products is the principal sphere 
affected, but in some instances the 
new authority is wider or would 
appear capable of wide extension.”

The Bishop’s greatest strength 
came from the Pacific Coast, where 
conferences turned the tide for Can- 
non in practically a solid bloc and 
their leaders said they would wel- 
come him for assignment. 

Leaders in the retirement plan 
readily conceded defeat and said 
that no further effort would be 
made to superannuate him at the 
current conference. 

Bishop Cannon’s face was 
wreathed in smiles. After the vote 
was announced he said he had no 
statement to make, that the con- 
ference had spoken and it was 
“their business.” He occupied his 
accustomed seat on the rostrum 
among his fellow bishops during 
the debate over his proposed super- 
annuation which came up suddenly 
and deferred the regular order of 
business. 

The vote was faken on a mo- 
tion made by Judge Nathan New- 
by, of the Pacific conference, to 
place the Virginia Bishop on the 
reassignment list for further active 
duty. 

A stormy debate then _§ started. 
His supporters charged that Bishop 
Cannon was being “crucified” and 
that the church was “surrending 
to the wet press and the Roman 
Catholics,” if Cannon should be re- 
tired after his militant prohibition 
fight. 

His opponents urged his retire- 
ment “for the good of the church,” 
asserting that the 68-year-old 
Bishop was infirm. 

The Rev. R. P./Shuler of the Pa- 
cific conference said his people in 
the West would welcome Bishop 
“annon for assignment in their sec- 
tion. 

One of the leaders arguing in fa- 
vor of retirement was Judge C. W.

landowner is farming his land with 
hired laborers, there is nothing in 
the cotton contract which requires 
him to spread the work over the 
sane number of workers as former- 
ly. Indeed, there is nothing in the 
contract which prevents the ‘and- 
lord from reducing the number of 
his hired laborers to any extent 
which he might desire. There are 
likewise no provisions in the con- 
tract affecting the compensation of 
hired laborers. 

. “Consequently, the temptation ex- 
ists for landlords to replace ten- 
ants with day laborers, since ten- 
ants have some rights in the con- 
tracts, while laborers do not. The 
cotton contract, as well as the oth- 
ers, contains provisions against this 
practice, however. 

“The share-cropper is also given 
by the contract the right to use 
rent-free such of the acres with- 
drawn from cultivation as may be 
necessary to produce food for him+« 
self and family. Only if this right 
to use the acres taken out of cot-: 
ton production is actually made ef- 
fective, would the share-cropper re- 
ceive a substantial benefit from this 
provision. 

“If it is made effective, it would 
be a step in the direction of provid- 
ing a more wholesome diet for the 
share-cropper and a step away 
from the system of ‘furnishing’ by 
the landlord. Efforts. are being 
made by the agricultural extension 
agents and relief organizations to 
see to it that tenants are furnished 
with a means for making use of the 
acres which are withdrawn from 
cultivation.” 


“Inevitable” Reauction. 


Dr. Hoover foun. it “inevitable” 
that with acreage reduction there 
should be pressure toward a reduc- 
tion in the number of persons em- 
ployed in producing cotton. 

“During the past four or five 
years,” he went on, “the number of 
former tenant farmers who are 
without means of livelihood has 
been steadily increasing. This has 
been due in part to the steady in- 
crease in population in the South, 
where the birth rate is materially 
higher than in other. parts of the 
country; to the lack of opportunity 
for the absorption of this increase 
in population in industry to the 
extent it had been prior to the de- 
pression; to the return from the 
city to the country of many fam- 
ilies employed in industry before 
the depression; the use of labor- 
saving methods of cultivation, and 
finally to the exhaustion of credit 
of landowners which has made it 
impossible for them to finance the 
same number of tenants as former- 
ly and which has in some instances 
even led to inability to carry on 
production at all. 


“Due to these causes, there has 
been accumulating during the past 
four or five years in the South a 
steadily increasing number of 
‘squatter’ families. These families 
formerly were able to obtain a crop 
to tend but now are unable to do 
so. Many of them are living in 
tumble-down tenant houses and to- 
bacco barns and any sort of shack 
which they can find. Their stand- 
ard of living is appalling and is 
even much below the customary 
low standard of living of tenant 
farmers who are engaged in pro- 
duction, The rehabilitation of these 
‘squatter’ families is demanded by 
every consideration of national re- 
sponsibility. 

“Since it could easily be foreseen 
that acreage reduction was going 
to take place in 1934, some land- 
owners dispensed with the services

contract. In many casés tenants 
left farms and plantations as they 
normally do, but when they tried 
to find employment elsewhere they

—— the present time there are 
reports of displacement of tenants 
having large families with tenants 
having small families and of sub- 
stitution of relatives of the land- 
lord as tenants in“place of former 
tenants. As a result of these vari- 
ous causes the number of idle ten- 
ant farmers and agricultural labor- 
ers is apparently increasing just 
as it has done during the past four 
or five years. 
“Tt is true that the rate of in 
crease is probably not as great as 
it would have been if the recov- 
ery program had not been under- 
taken, since the exhaustion of the 
credit resources of landlords would 
have resulted this year in a very 
high degree of displacement of 
tenants. This does not, however, 
dispose of the unfortunate fact 
that agricultural unemployment is 
probably increasing. 
“Certain measures have been tak- 
en by the Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration in conjunction with 
other -agencies of the Government 
designed to protect the interests 
and to improve conditions among 
tenant farm=rs. 
“The standard of living which re- 
sults from a situation in which an 
entire. family depends for its in- 
come on half of the product of 
some 15 acres of cotton cannot be 
corrected by the present program 
of acreage reduction. The program 
was never intended to do so, of 
course. It is plainly the duty of the 
Agricultural Adjustment Adminis- 
tration, however, to spare no ef-

Becoming enam- 
ored of the coffee salesman, she 
met him frequently and from him 
received the suggestion, later acted 
upon, that Traylor should be sent 
to a veterans’ hospital. 

Returning from the hospital at 
Knoxville, Ia., Traylor found his 
wife living with Lahart above the 
restaurant. After receiving the note 
he went there, armed, because of 
his suspicions, he testified. 

“I walked in the restaurant and a 
man asked me what I was doing 
there. I asked him where Marie 
was and he asked why I wanted to 
know. 

/ Tells of Shooting. 

“He was standing in the door- 
way to the kitchen and reached to 
the side and grabbed a revolver. I 
shot at him and he doubled up but 
fired at me. Somebody back of me 
fired. and the bullet went through 
my coat collar. I fired twice again 
at Lahart and ran out the back 
door, got a street car on Jefferson 
avenue and made my way to Alton.” 
In the restaurant was Michael 
Lahart, who has served two prison 
terms for robbery, a brother of the 
slain man. He and others present, 
testifying for the State, denied that 
any shots had been fired at 
Traylor. 

Traylor also is charged with first 
degree murder in the death of Mrs. 
Ruth Lewis, wife of Fred Lewis, La- 
hart’s partner at the restaurant. 
She died of a bullet wound suffered 
at the same time Lahart was killed. 
Traylor was arrested here last 
July 9, having returned from

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ARMY PROUEDUR 
IN AIRPLANE BIDS 
AGAIN CRITICISED 


Comptroller General Says 
He Would . Never Ap- 
prove If He Had Author- 
ity in Case. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 3-—A de- 
cision by Comptroller-General Mc- 
Carl, severely criticising the army's 
procedure in a recent effort to buy 
$7,500,000 worth of airplanes was 
made public last night by Chair- 
man Rogers (Dem.), New Hamp- 
shire, of the House Military Affairs 


ing War Department expenditures. 

As he gave out’ the opinion Rog- 
ers made clear that his committee 
felt Harry H. Woodring, Assistant 
Secretary of War, was in no way 
to blame for the things criticised by 
McCarl. ; 

In a few days, Rogers added, the 
subcommittee will complete a spe- 
cial report on the $7,500,000 Public 
Works allotment for army air- 
planes. That report, not yet made 
public, holds Woodring’s actions in 
the airplane transaction to be above 
‘reproach, but.adds that Air 
eer acted “in violation ‘of the 

If He Had Jurisdiction. _ 
McCar!'s decision said the Comp- 
troller-General recognized he had 
no jurisdiction over army and navy 
airplane contracts since they were 
in a special class 


But his advisory memorandum to 
the Rogers Committee’ said: 

“If this office had , . . jurisdic- 
tion ... I would not feel justified 
in.approving any charges against 
appropriated funds on the basis of 
the specifications here in question.” 

Pointing out the specifications on 
which bids had been asked said 
that only airplanes heretofore 
tested and approved by the War 
or Navy departments would: be ac-~- 
cepted, McCar! said: 

“If the air service of the United 
States is to continue to improve— 
to keep abreast of the highest de- 
velopments in the arts—and if the 
Government is to obtain the best 
airplanes obtainable measured by 
speed, safety and endurance, it is 
not understood why these specifica- 
tions should have limited competi- 
tion to types of airplanes which had 
been tested and approved by the 
‘War and Navy departments prior 
to the dates of the respective ad- 
vertisements. Through means of 
such restrictions on eompetition, 
possibly other manufacturers were 
precluded from submitting bids. ., ,

“Each machine should be tested 


to endurance, and no useful end 
could be served. by a requirement 
in the specifications that the air- 
planes be tested and approved by 
the War or Navy Departments prior 
to the dates of the respective speci- 
fications—unless it be the purpose 
to eliminate certain manufacturers 
of airplanes from competition.” 

McCall referred to an earlier de- 
cision by the Army’s Judge Advo- 
cate-General in which these same 
airplane bids were held illegal on 
the ground that competitors did not 
know how they would be evaluated. 
That meant, the committee mem- 
bers said, that the War Department 
could give more credit for speed 
and less for a low price if it de- 
sired to purchase planes from a 
particular manufacturer, 

In his memorandum yesterday, 
McCarl said on this point: 

“It would seem to be too clear 
for serious argument that the con- 
clusion of the Judge Advocate-Gen- 
eral & the Army is correct that 
bids should not be evaluated on 
factors not stated in the advertised 
specifications.

Demonstrations at Session 
at Hotel Jefferson. -

The first of seven public mass] 


meetings and spirit demonstrations. 
given by members of the State 
Spiritualist Association of Missouri 
was held last night at Hotel Jeffer- 
son as part of the thirty-seventh 
annual convention of the associa- 
t@on. 

‘The meeting opened with an in- 
vocation ‘followed by a soprano 
solo, “Pale Moon.” After an ad- 
dress by Thomas A. McDearmon, 
state president, the audience sang 
“Nearer My God to Thee.” 

Contributions were then asked 
for by the Rev. Lula DeWitt. Ta- 
ber of St. Louis, who said: “You're 


going to get a message from & 
spirit if it is possible to get it 
through. I’m not going to say, ‘Tf 
you got some money you'll get a 
message.’” 

Bills Asked for First. 

Bills were asked for first and the 
name of every person who gave & 
bill ‘was asked and repeated out 
loud as the money was brought to 
the head ‘table, where the spirit 
workers sat. Except in the case 
of one woman, who gave $4, it was 
impossible to see whether there was 
any connection between those who 
gave bills.and those who received 
messages later on. The woman 
who gave $4 was told she would 
i“complete two business matters in 
the near future.” 


Demonstrations were given by 
the Rev. Emma Ordrop of St. Louis 
and Mrs. Jean Cody, who recently 
returned to Kansas City after lead- 
ing congregations in New York and 
London. There was no change in 
the room when the demonstrations 
began. All lights remained on and 
the speakers merely stood up at 
the head table, covered with a 
white tablecloth, with only a water 
pitcher and glass standing on it. 
The demonstrators wore conven- 
tional evening gowns. 

“The light is coming right into 
your vibration right here,” Mrs. Or- 
drop said, pointing to a woman in 
the center of the audience. “Before 
you took your hat off I could see 
the light under your hat. You look 
like your mother, but you act like 
dad. is that true? (The woman 
nodded.) 


“You’re going to fulfill what your 
mother did, but you'll also accom- 
plish what she didn’t. The field is 
open. Go into the future. There is 
so much down there for you. Your 
mother, brother, and sister are say- 
ing hello to you. Let’s see, you 
were worried about what dress you 
were going to wear tonight, weren’t 
you? (The woman nodded.) I 
could see it just as I was about to 
leave your vibration.” 


Mrs. Ordrop mentioned a name 
only once. Mrs. Cody did on every 
occasion. . 

Message for Edith. 

“IT hear an Edith,” Mrs. Cody 
said. “Is there an Edith here? An 
Edith raised her hand. “It is your 
father. I have a message of cour- 
age and good cheer. But you don’t 
seem to need that. But you have 


had material and financial trouble 


in the last several years. (Edith 
said yes.) 

“Someone near you has something 
to do with legal papers. (Edith 
said her husband was an attorney). 
The door is opening wide. Has 
there been a financial loss connect- 
ed with a bank? (Edith said she 
had lost $20,000 in a savings ac- 
count), That’s not so little, but 
there will be an adjustment within 
three months. I’m giad I can find 
such a message and greet you.” 

Mrs. Cody had given Edith’s 
name as Hellman, but her name is 
Helimuth, she said after the meet- 
ing. The loss, she said, was in a 
Farm Loan Bank. 

All of the messages from the 
demonstrators were favorable until 
near the close when a woman 
asked, “How is my daughter away 
from home?” 

“Not very good,” Mrs. Cody said. 
“You haven’t heard from her late- 
ly. Has she taken a step in mar- 
riage lately? (The woman nodded.) 
She's coming home. You'll hear 
from her in three weeks. Who 
pleys music? (The woman said 
he: daughter did.) She does, of 
course. She ought to appear in 
public. I just feel that music sway- 
ing me.” 

Several times during her demon- 
stration Mrs. Cody would refer to 
other spirits intruding. Once she 
made make-believe gestures of 
picking someone up and setting 
her down in front of her. “Here,

ever seen.” The next person she 
called on had the grandmother.

East St. Louis authorities believe 
he was the man who held up a taxt- 
cab driver in Evansville, Ind., yes 
terday and forced the driver to 
transport him to Fast, St, Louis. 
The robber alighted from the Ev- 


-lansville taxicab near the East St 


‘Louis railroad yards, 
Checking a letter found in the 


slain man’s possession, East Side 
authorities telegraphed Evansville 
police and the Evansville officers 
were informed by Walter Hicks, 
1920 Delaware avenue there, that 
the man was Wynn Mix of Wichita, 
Kan., that his parents were dead, 
but that he had a sister living in 
Wichita, 

John C. Malone, special agent for 
the Cotton Belt Railwa;, found siz 
men riding a southbound train at 
Valley Junction, three j1iles south 
of East St. Louis, and ordered them 
to alight and be searched, he told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, 

Tells of the Shooting. 

“T séarched them all,” he said. “I 
didn’t find any weapons. Then I 
looked at their faces. I was look- 
ing for scars. This burglar, James 
O’Connel, who broke out of the 
Southern Illinois Penitentiary last 
Friday with Randol Norvell; the 
Luer kidnaper, has a sear on his 
face. 

“This one fellow kept looking 
away. He kept his head down and 
that made me suspicious. So I 
said, ‘I'll just hold you,’ and he said, 
‘you will like hell.’ 

“He reached into the waistband 
of his trousers and pulled out an 
old Western type revolver, I'd 
missed it when I searched him. 
‘Stick ‘em up, you, he said. I 
grabbed for him and he pulled the 
trigger. The shells must have been 
old. The gun didn’t fire. He pulled 
the trigger again. It missed again. 

“By that time I was up close. I 
got one hand on top of the révolvec 
so when he pulled the trigger the 
third time. It snapped down on 
my thumb. , See, here’s where it 
cut me. 

“Well, E wrestled him down t» 
the ground, but somehow, he broke 
away. He ran down the embank- 
ment and around a pile of ties and 
hid behind a telephone pole. Then 
he pulled the trigger again. That 
time the gun went off, but the bul- 
let missed. 

Revolver Snapped but Didn’t Fire. 

“That made me mad, when he 
tried to kill me that way; so I went 
for him. There have been too manv 
officers killed that way. I pulled 
out my revolver and advanced on 
him. He snapped his gun and 
snapped it, but it didn’t fire. 

“Then I began firing. I emptied 
my revolver. Five shots. Three of 
them hit him inthe mouth and 
went out the back of his head. The 
other two missed. He fell to the 
ground, dead. I looked around for 
the men he had been riding with, 
but they were gone.” 

Malone’s account of the shooting 
was corroborated by H. J. Loiseau, 
a watchman for the Moss Tie Co., 
who saw it all, and who was ad- 
vancing on the armed itinerant, his 
own revolver drawn, when Malone 
killed the man. 

The slain man was wearing a new 
dark gray suit, purchased in Okla- 
homa City, new black shoes and a 
white shirt. He had no hat or tie. 
In a wallet, deputy sheriffs found a 
card bearing the name, Bill Rarts, 
227% South Broadway, Wichita, 
Kan. 

On the other side of the card was 


Olander, Plymouth, Wis.” Plym- 
outh is near the shore of Lake 
Michigan, in Sheboygan ' County, 
about 50 miles north of Milwaukee.

The deputies also found a hypo 
dermic needle, a half pint of whisky 
and an opened envelope bearing an 
Evansville address.

Louis, after robbing him of 50 
cents. 


The slain man was about 42 years 


old, weighed 140 pounds and was 
5 feet 10 inches tall. He had black 
hair, streaked with gray. His re- 
ivolver contained one discharged 
shell and three shells that had been 
struck by the hammer of the weap- 
on but had failed to explode.

BRITAIN MOVES SnlPS 
TO ARABIAN WAR ZONE 


Ibn Saud Reported as Seizing 
Yemen, Ruler’s Assassina- 
tion Alleged. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, May 3—Ibn Saud, 
ruler of Saudi Arabia, was reported 
today to have crushed the ancient 
kingdom oof Yemen, captured 
Hodeidah, and sunk armed ships 
in Hodeidah harbor with his mod- 
ernized army artillery. The Iman 
of Yemen, ruler of the country, was 
reported assassinated in a revolu- 
tionary outbreak. 

The British Government moved 
to protect its nationals and British 
property and to prevent any organ- 
ized uprising of Arabians. 

Warships were dispatched to the 
area. A cruiser was ordered from 


Mombasa, East Africa, to Aden in 
Southwest Arabia. 

The situation in Arabia was re- 
garded with grave concern by the 
British Government. France and 
Italy possess colonies at the south- 
ern end of the Red Sea. 

Official dispatches did not con- 
firm the reports of the death of 
the Imam, who had ruled with 
absolute power for 30 years, but 
his overthrow was generally con- 
ceded likely. 

The war between Ibn Saud and 
the Imam has been carried on for 
months, beginning as a small bor- 
der dispute. 

On April 12, Ibn Saud specified 
that he would give Yemen peace 
in return for the surrender of the 
mountainous border strip, but to- 
day’s reports showed hrs army had 
carried far beyond that objective. 

British quarters said they feared 
he might be inspired to extend his 
power among all Arabic peoples 
east of Egypt... 

The British have direct control 
of Aden, Hadhramaut, Koweit and 
large areas in Southern and East- 
ern Arabia. The control of Aden 
was only recently negotiated with 
the Imam and official quarters in- 
dicated ‘that Great Britain was 
ready to use force to maintain the 
control of those points. 

Whether Ibn Saud should be dis- 
posed to honor the pact signed by 
the ruler whom he appears to have 
toppled from power appeared a 
question of concern. 

Ibn Saud has extended his power 
by adopting modern military meth- 
ods and pushing steadily toward 
control of a well-organized nation. 
The name Saudi Arabia for his 
realm was adopted less than a year 
ago in the place of the “combined 
kingdoms of Hejaz and Nedj.” The 
Saud dynasty arose in Nedj early 
in the twentieth.century, at a time 
when even the powerful Turkish 
Government could exercise little 
control over the scattered emirs and 
tribal leaders. 

After his conquest of the Hejaz, 


This made his kingdom by far the 
largest state in the peninsula. On 
the south there remained, however, 
the little state of Yemen, which 
is bounded by the Red Sea, the 
desert country and the British-con- 
trolled Aden. For several years 
Yemen and Saudi Arabia have dis- 
puted the boundary line between 
the countries, and there have been 
occasional skirmishes. :

If the NIRA is to be con- 
strued as affecting it, he main- 
tained, it is unconstitutional. 

Layton also denied the right of 
the President to delegate what he 
called “legislative authority” to the 
National Labor Board. Under an 
injunction sought by the Federal 
Government in the present case. 
the board would conduct and su- 


employes for collective bargaining 
representatives. 
Attacks Section 7A. 

“Properly construed,” Layon said, 
“Section 7A of the act (carrying 
the labor guarantee provisions) 
should be limited to those transav- 
tions which Congress, under the 
commerce clause, has the right to 
regulate. There is nothing in Sec- 
tion 7A which specifies that the 
rights of employes, not engaged in 
interstate commerce, shall be reg- 
ulated. It is not to be assumed 
that Congress intended to depart 
from those principles which always 
limited congressional action.” 

Layton explained that “certain as- 
pects of the defendant’s business 
admittedly are in interstate com- 
merce.” He contended, neverthe- 
less, that in the present case “it is 
a local condition which the Federal 
Government has no right to inter- 
fere with.

“That relation is vital to its busi- 
ness,” the Court observed. 

Layton held that the submission 
of disputes to the Labor Board was 
not compulsory.

“Congress,” he added, “has spe- 
cifically pointed out the limit of 
that delegative power beyond which 
the President cannot go. He ar- 
gued that Congress may have ex- 
pressed a “pious hope” which might 
go beyond these limitations, but, “au 
pious hope is not an _ intelligible 
principle to guide an administra- 
tive officer,” he added.

The arrest of Krauss in -Paris 
was announced yesterday, after po- 
lice said he confessed part.in an es- 
pionage system which led to the 
arrest of Capt. Froge of the French 
army, who, it is alleged, sold Krauss 


official secrets for $6500, 
Two Germans have been arrested 


with sending into Germany impor- 
tant military documents bought by 
Krauss from the French officer. 
One, as yet unidentified, is held at 
Metz. The other, Joseph Peter 
Moeller, has been convicted and 
sentenced to two years’ imprison- 
ment. 

Police charge that Krauss has 
served as a spy in France. under 
many aliases for four years. They 
say he resorted to the classified 
advertising columns of Paris news- 
papers after he lost contact with 
Froge, whom he met in 1931. 


Loans Advertised. . 

About three months ago, secret 
operatives got on the trail of Krauss 
when they began investigating 
want ads in which a person’ named 
Eworyt offered loans on easy terms 
to Government employes and army 
men. 

A French officer stationed at the 
Franco-German frontier answered 
one of the advertisements in good 
faith, police said, and was told he 
could avail himself of one of the 
generous loans by supplying nation- 
al defense secrets. The officer in- 
formed his superiors. Agents laid 
a trap in Paris, and Krauss was ar- 
rested. 

Prisoner Demands Hearing. 

Detectives and secret police are 

investigating the activities of Capt. 
Froge at Belfort, fortified town 
near the Franco-German frontier. 
His lawyers demanded an immedi- 
ate hearing for Froge. They de- 
clared it was “suspicious” that a 
new witness had been found 
against him just when French op- 
eratives were on the point of con- 
cluding he was not involved in the 
asserted plot. Police disclosed they 
had been ready to exonerate Froge 
of charges previously lodged 
against him when new accusations 
were made.

A-.Banker’s Views. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


EADING your editorial, “The Silver 

Thrust,” I fancy a little inconsistency 
between its message and your usually 
penetrating and uncompromising views 
on the close relationship between appall- 
ing debts and appalling destitution. I re- 
fer to what you say about credit, a re- 
turn to the libera] extension of which 
would work with such easy facility to the 
piling up of even vaster debts than now 
bedevil us. 

It is certainly much less a lack. of 
eredit in the present than it was over- 
extension of credit in the past that now 
operstes so to confound us. With the 
public and private debt what it is and 
wth intelligent, if belated, recognition of 
the impossibility of its payment under 
orthodox capitalistic rules, would you, as 
a conservative investor or business man, 
recommend the lending of money to pri- 
vate enterprise or, for that matter, its in- 
vestment in anything other than tax-ex- 
empt Government bonds so long as these 
are available in ever-expanding volume? 
I hardly think you would, even though 
the income from Government securities 
were reduced to half what they now 
yield. 

Nor will the bankers risk investment 
‘Ym business enterprises when they dis- 
cern no more promising remedy for busi- 
ness instability than contained in the leg- 
islative patchwork that so far marks the 
deliberations of this Congress. The Dies 
and Wheeler bills are, of course, of that 
pattern, but, in the absence of more con- 
structive legislation so necessary to bet- 
ter distribution of the nation’s wealth 
(and better distribution is the very key- 
stone of enduring prosperity), either one 
of them may be preferable to nothing at 
all. Such immense concentrations of 
capita! as now exist are too great a 
charge upon production and distribution. 
Like gallstones, they must either be dis- 
solved or removed. 

Under capitalism, two remedies may be 
applied: The taxing power of the Gov- 
ernment, which may initiate new or 
greatly expand existing laws for the pro- 
motion of social welfare and reach into 
the pockets of the wealthy class to sup- 
port that program, or the Government 
may, through inflation, adopt the more 
indirect and dubious method of confisca- 
tion, which you condemn. | 

Congressional proponents of silver 
wLuse politics or bad economics have so 
often plumped for the collection of wa: 
debts are not to be trusted in the for- 
mation of a new monetary policy. They 
gtcpe too blindly and always with the 
thought of some temporary political ad 
vantage. The most we can hope for 
through remonetization of silver unsup- 
ported by tax reforms and other social 
legislation, will be inflation that enriches 
one class of property owners at the ex- 
rense of another. Debtors will be re- 
Lieved; yes, but in most cases their ad- 
vartage will be only temporary and, in 
the ensuing scramble for speculative 
profits, the wage earner will be sub 
merged and present foundations for a 
moje enduring economy based upon prin- 
cipies of sane, sound and stable conduct 
in human relations will be entirely swept 
away 
Instead of legislation to, restore the 
value of silver, we are in much greater 
need of laws abolishing tax exemption 
fn all its vicious forms and of laws for- 
ever preventing a privileged fraction of 
our citizens from levying tribute upon so- 
ciety vastly in excess of any compensat- 
ing benefits in social service to human- 
ity. It is, I think, more important that 
we subsidize old age than that we subsi- 
dize silver mining, yet what statesmen 
have we who will sponsor a Federal oid 
age pension and who among them 
would even vote to protect the sick from 
exploitation by conscienceless vendors of 
fake nostrums? Will silver Senators lend 
advocacy to child labor laws or vote 
when Hage sae offers: to make our 
ecun something more ble than 
a hog wallow foe” public ntilities?

The Durable Goods Industries Committee complains 
that further wage and hour action would so increase 
costs and prices as to necessitate further price in- 
creases, thereby curtailing the volume of production 
and increasing unemployment. Of only one feature 
of the NRA does it approve. Price-fixing receives an 
unqualified blessing. “Each industry,” it declares, 
“should be permitted to adopt, develop and use the 
pricing method best adapted, in its judgment, to its 
own requirements.” 

The proper agencies for the administration of these 
devices, according té the committee, are the code 
authorities. And these authorities, it feels,~should 
be composed in the future as they are now, almost 
exclusively of industrialists, without direct repre 
sentation of labor or consumer interests. « 

Such is the Tory theory of recovery. It calls for 
low wages and high prices; low living standards and 
high profits. It is the very antithesis of the high 
wage and limited profit philosophy which led to the 
enactment of the NIRA. Its essential fallacy is ex- 
posed by one of the committee’s own members, Rob- 
ert W. Irwin, of Grand Rapids, Mich., in a dissenting 
statement. He was one man among many. 

“I recommend,” says Mr. Irwin, “the elimination of 
all price-fixing plans and a reinstatement of the affti- 
trust laws. Price-fixing plans have resulted, as in- 
evitably they must result, in prices higher than those 
brought about by free and open competition. They 
produce, and have produced, price increases faster 
and farther than the increase in purchasing power. 
Such plans destroy small enterprises, promote mo- 
nopolies and foster the inefficient. Eventually they 
will reduce the living standard of the nation. Re- 
covery is dependent not on increasing prices but on 
increasing output. Controlled prices lead to lower 
production and thwart recovery.” 

There are, it seems to us, two possible roads to 
recovery. One would leave wages and, therefore, la- 
bor costs, low, and depend for increased activity on 
the competitive offering of goods at a lower level of 
price. This is the orthodox and historic method. 
It contemplates adaptation of industrial operations 
to the depression level of costs and prices. The other 
method would advance both wages and prices by 
agreement. 

But it would increase wages faster and farther than 
it increased prices, so that mass income could ab- 
sorb the growing output of industry. This is the 
theory of the NIRA. Any proposal which looks to 
artificial price manipulation alone is a gross per- 
version of this theory. 

Recovery may be achieved with wages and pricés 
low. It may be attained with wages and prices high. 
But it caw’ never be regained if we boost prices while 
we keep wages down, Big profits, low wages and 
unemployment led us to depression in 1929. If we 
follow that road again, we will land in the same 
place. But that, unhappily, is the direction in which 
the Durable Goods Industries Committee of the NRA 
would have us set our feet. 

In short, we agree with Mr. Irwin. Had industry 
kept its bargain, increased wages and shortened 
hours, it would have materially aided recovery. When 
it can think of its privileges under the Recovery Act 
in no better terms than low wages and high fixed 
prices, it deserves to have the anti-trust laws clapped 
back on it.

‘Thus, one notable opinion is followed by two others 
of the same far-reaching character. Taken together, 
they constitute a fresh body of legal thought whose 
influence on the course of corporate practices, and 
hence on American life, is not likely to be overstated. 

Justice Roberts, speaking for the majority in the 
milk case, said that the clause guaranteeing that no 
state shall “deprive any person of life, liberty or 
property without due process of law,” did not pro 
hibit regulation for the public welfare. Chief Justice 
Hughes and Justice Cardozo, respectively, take the 
same ‘stand in majority opinions in the Illinois and 
Ohio utility cases, 

The decision in the telephone case upholds a rate 
reduction ordered almost 11 years ago by the Illinois 
Commerce Commission, and means that more than 
$15,000,000 must be returned to users of the Bell 
company’s equipment in Chicago. One welcomes the 
Chief Justice’s sharp observation that “this case 
should be brought to an end,” which should have 
been done long ago.

The effect of these decisions under the fourteenth 
amendment is to reverse legal reasoning of several 
generations.

There is no better illustration in our 
contitutional history of the great: truth uttered by 
the present Chief Justice when he was Governor of 
New York, namely, that “we are under a Constitu- 
tion, but the Constitution is what the Judges say 
it is.” 

And that, it should be plain, is the great virtue of 
the constitutional system. New times bring new 
problems and new jurists rise to meet them with new 
solutions. That our Constitution has permitted this 
continual refining through the years is one of the em- 
inent successes of the American experiment. It is the 
Supreme Court’s answer to Winston Churchill’s taunt 
that we are or ever can be caught in “the rat-trap 
rigidity” of the Constitution. It is also a rebuke to 
George Bernard Shaw, who said in New York a year 
ago that the American Constitution “is not an in- 
strument of government, but a guarantee to a whole 
nation that they never could be governed at all.” 

Shaw thought this was just what we wanted, but 
he was mistaken. The eminent Justices on the 
supreme bench know what we want.

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AN INDUSTRIAL PROPHET. 

The country has lost a front-rank citizen in the 
death of Col. William Cooper Procter. 

He was an enlightened industrialist. He measured 
up to President Roosevelt’s definition that “a private 
office is a public trust.” As head of the great busi- 
ness of the Procter & Gamble Co., which he inherit- 
ed, he made it a greater business, greater in all its 
physical dimensions and luminously greater in 
character. 

He was, reputedly, the first to introduce_the Sat- 
urday half-holiday. Hig was one of the early com- 
panies to establish profit-sharing. His conception of 
executive responsibility was finely reflected in his 
statement that a man without a job is a heavy bur- 
den for an employer’s conscience. He incorporated 
that philosophy into his management. He learned 
from surveys how to direct production so as to keep 
his plants operating through seasonal slackness. So 
accurately was.the business charted that the com- 
pany guaranteed employes 48 weeks of work a year. 

As becomes a man of extraordinary energy and 
great wealth, his interests were many. His name ap- 
pears on the scroll of philanthropy by reasoh of his 
generosity to education, the arts and numerous char- 
ities, He dipped into national politics, as the backer 
of Leonard Wood’s campaign for the presidential 
nomination in 1920.

HE other day William Green, president 
T of the American Federation of Labor, 

stated that “the drive against unemploy- 
ment has proceeded upon the theory that it 
could be overcome only ‘through a reduction 
in the hours of labor and through increases 
in wages.” Undoubtedly that has been the 
theory behind certain of the policies of NRA 
and, at times, it has seemed to be the the 
ory of the administration as a whole. Yet, 
as Mr. Green points out, the theory has not 
been pressed home as it would have been 
had the’ President and his advisers really 
believed that it expressed the truth of the 
matter and could be made to work. In 
practice, they have not gone much further 
than to establish minimum standards’ to 
stop the downward movement of wages and 
to spread work somewhat by reducing hours. 

* . 


The trouble with the theory is that it 
rests upon the fallacy of supposing that in- 
dustrial wage earners comprise the bulk of 
the consumers, The idea is that, if they 
had more money to spend, they would buy 
enough goods to employ everybody. But, as 
a matter of fact, the industrial wage ¢arn- 
ers are only a fraction of the whole popula- 
tion. Out of the persons listed as “gainful 
workers” in ¢he census of 1930, many less 
than half were in industrial occupations.

As a matter of fact, if it were possible to 
raise the earnings of industrial labor to the 
1926 level, this new purchasing power would 
not break the depression. For, of course, 
industrial prices would have to rise to cover 
the new costs, and with farm prices and 
other incomes way below the 1926 level, it 
would be inordinately difficult to sell what 
the wage earners produced, If it is not pos- 
sible to sell what they produce, it is not 
possible to employ them to produce it. 

= 


To filustrate what is the real process of 
recovery and re-employment, we may take 
some figures comparing prices in February, 
1933, with thoge a year later. Fifteen months 
ago, cowhide in Chicago was selling ut 35 
per cent of its 1926 price. But a pair of 
men’s shoes was selling at 96 per cent of 
1926. This meant that the producer of 
hides had an income of one-third wit which

Wither the 
shoes have to come down to the cotton or 
the cotton has to rise to the shoes. 


That is why the monetary policy, and not 
NRA, has been the really effective instru- 
ment of recovery. The monetary policy has 
raised those very prices which had fullen 
most completely out of line, and it has not 
raised much those prices which had re- 
mained firm. There have been particular 
commodities in which the situation is pe 
culiar and there the policy has had little ef- 
fect. But, taking the mass of commodities, 
it is fair to say that raw materials which 


were most depressed in price have had the ° 


greatest rise, semi-manufactured articles 
which had been moderately depressed in 
price have risen moderately, and that fin- 
ished goods and monopolistically cont¥Folled 
products which never cut prices much have 
raised prices very little. 

This is reflation, the rebuilding of the 
price structure. While it is by no means 
completed, very great progress has. been 
made, and to it we owe what recovery we 
have achieved.

HE need of rehabilitation and enlarge 

ment of Missouri’s penal and eleemosy- 
nary institutions is so obvious and compe 
ling that, as a matter of common decency, 
the State cannot refuse to employ the 
means at hand for betterment. .

The maintenance of discipline and sanitary 
conditions and the safe-keeping of prisoner 
in the vastly overcrowded State peniten 
tiary and other penal institutions also re 
quire modernization of existing structures 
and additional buildings.

That evening I 
will announce the awards at the an- 
nual dinner of the School of Jour- 
nalism at the Faculty Club of the 
university. 

“Pulitzer prizes are awarded by 
the trustees on the recommenda- 
tions of the advisory board of the 
School of Journalism.

MINISTERS ADVOCATE 


For Co-Operative 
as Opposed to “Rugged 
Individualism. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 3.—A co-oper- 
ative commonwealth is preferred to 
capitalism by about 18,000 ministers 
out of some 100,000 queried by Kir- 
by Page, editor and author, in a 
questionnaire on politics and econ- 
omics. Only 20,000 ministers or 
one-fifth of those addressed gave 
their views. 

In the questionnaire, made pub- 
lic yesterday, capitalism was de 
fined as “rugged individualism” as 
in the United States prior to 1929. 

The ministers expressing. their 
desire for a co-operative common- 
wealth were asked: 

“Which political system seems to 
you to offer the most effective 
method ct achieving this end?” 

Their answers: a drastically re- 
formed capitalism, 10,691; Fascism. 
as in Italy, 111; Communism, as 
in Soviet Russia and as represent- 
ed by the Communist party of the 
United States, ; Socialism, as 
represented by the Socialist party 
of America or by a new and more 
inclusive Socialistic alignment in 
which the present Socialist party 
would be included, 5879; some oth- 
er political system, 1605.

In contrast, he 
pointed out that Chicago, with the 
highest per capita consumption of 
milk, has, one of the lowest mar- 
gins of profit for dealers. 

Average consumption of milk per 
capita throughout the country is 
645 of a pint daily, the profesor 
said; the St. Louis average is .48 
of a pint; that of Chicago, 9 of a 
pint. “For the country as a whole,” 
he went on, “the consumption is 
less. than half that recommended 
by nutrition authorities.” The Chi- 
cago consumption is almost two 
glasses of milk a person daily or 
twice that of St. Louis. 

About half the fluid milk sold 
here is bought at stores, not de- 
livered to homes, while home de- 
livery elsewhere runs to 75 or 80 
per cent, Klamon asserted. He said 
St. Louis dealers had complained 
of high delivery costs, but that 
milk sells in stores for only 1 cent 
a quart less or ‘n many stores at 
the home price of 11 cents. Many 
persons have to use condensed or 
evaporated milk in coffee, he de- 
clared, because half a pint. of 
cream, which costs the dairy less 
than 4 cents, sells for 12 cents re- 
tail. ; 

The following suggestions were 
made by Klamon: Consumers and 
civic bodies should ask Secretary 
of Agriculture Wallace, members of 
Congress, the Federal Trade Com- 
mission or Consumers’ Emergency

F you are one of the many who 
| naa an attack of spring blues, 

let this serve as a warning. You 
are due for another attack as you 
start into the summer because 
Dame Fashion says that the 1934 
blues are much too serious :rom a 
style standpoint to be overcome in 
a hurry. ;

Sometimes the navy 
spreads over the jacket, but a white 
frock resists it from spreading over 
an entire ensemble. Again it may 
start out to affect a suit but a 
designer will stop it with a yoke 
of white just above the waistline. 
In another modified form it shows 
white dots or other figures. 


Whether a fabric is silk, cotton, 
wool or synthetic is all the same 
to navy. But its style preference 
for early summer undoubtedly lies 
with silk and, synthetics. This, no 
doubt, is due to the fact that the 
spectator sports outfit is the pre 
ferred one in St. Louis during the 
summer months for the most dres- 
sy of daytime occasions, and most 
of these are created either of silk 
or synthetics. The synthetics, by 
the-way, you often wear without 
knowing it, so clever are their man- 
ufacturers: Many of these sheer

fabrics which cause so much style 
commotion are of fiber. And from 
present indications, we'll be’ seeing 
plenty of them this summer. 

The four costumes sketched will 
give you an idea of how the navy 
epidemic appears when it is curbed 
by white. Four different versions 
of the navy and white jacket frock 
are presented. Each one represents 
a leading style trend for summer, 
and owing to the fact that the dark 
material appears with the white, 
each can be worn much earlier than 
an all-white costume. 

The figure at extreme left shows 
you what happens when navy forms 
the jacket of a white costume and 
is strikingly belted. The dress is 
of a chalky white sheer fabric re- 
sembling light weight wool. The 
skirt extends above the waistline 
into squares and joins the bodice 
with-deep tucks. It has a bib-like 
collar which drapes in the front and

ties at the back. The navy «heer 
jacket has raglan shoulders, 
adorned with wide tucks in pointed 
formatien, thus carrying out the 
trimming note of the dress. A scarf 
of the blue material is pulled 
through slits in the lapels and tied 
in a bow. The belt, which is of 
navy leather, has white patches 
with silver hooks and navy leather 
lacings at either side of the front. 
Incidentally, when the jacket is re- 
moved the belt is transferred to the 
dress.

ECOND from left is sketched a 

matron’s costume consisting of 

dress of white washable crepe 
and a navy hip length jacket of 
the same material. The crepe has 
a diagonal satin stripe which gives 
it distinction. The blouse of this 
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dress has a front vest effect fin- 
ished at the bottom with three large 
pearl buttons. The collar is of the 
turnover type that may be worn 
either high or ina V. The skirt has 
a front gore with deep pleats at the 
sides. Among the interesting fea- 
tures of the jacket are its straight 
lines and its sleeves which are pleat- 
ed to give elbow fullness and which 
extend up to form a shoulder yoke. 

White seems to have outwitted 
navy in the formation of the suit 
sketched in the panel. The one- 
piece dress is of navy with a deep 
yoke of white. A long shoulder 
line provides the suggestion of short 
sleeves. The rather high round neck- 
line of the dress is trimmed with a 
triangular tuck at center front. The 
wide belt is. reversible, being white 
on one side and navy on the other. 
Over this is worn a white coat with 
kimona shoulders. Cuffs and collar 
facing are navy. The coat fastens 
with a large pilot wheel button and 
rope-like loop. Material of both 
dress and jacket is a synthetic 
sheer. 

A very youthful version of the 
jacket dress is shown on the seated 
figure. A white crepe skirt is 
topped with. a shirtwaist of navy 
crepe dotted with white. The turn- 
over collar und white. jabot are 
lined with blue taffeta. The Eton 
jacket of white crepe has short 
sleeves that are gored s6 that they 
have puffs without any gathers.
